Senator Boddle advocated the pas­ 
sage of the hill because he said he 
wa©ted to “pass one bill to abolish a 
©tate office that the governor would 
not veto.” Ile referred to the feet that 
the governor had recommended the 
abolition of the state printer and ex­ 
press© dthe belief that the governor 
will not veto the bill on that ac­ 
count. “I ts impossible for us to do 
anything that the 
chief 
executive 
don’t want us to do,” 
said 
Senator 
Roddie. ‘’We are nothing more than 
figureheads.” Referrng to the gover­ 
nor’s veto of the bll to abolish the 
state enforcement office, Senator Rod­ 
die said, “It’s ridiculous 
when 
the 
senate abolishes an office by an al­ 
most unanimous vote and the next day 
the governor vetoes it. 
The house bill to abolish the office 
of state fish and game warden was yak 
en up by the senate Wednesday night 
and several amendments were adopt­ 
ed, the most imports nt being one by 
Senator J. (Elmer Themas of Lawton, 
which does away with the provision 
to pay the chairman of the fish and 
game commission a salry 
of 
$3,000 
and an additional $800 for traveling 
expenses. The other two members of 
the commission are to serve free. 
Under the terms of 
the 
Thomas 
amendment the governor can appoint 
the members of the commission with 
the consent and approval of the sen­ 
ate. The commissioners so appointed 
may select a secretary, who shall re­ 
ceive a salary of $1,800. All appoint­ 
ments shall not extend beyond the 
term of the governor under whose di­ 
rection the appointments are made. 
Another amendment which was ad­ 
opted does away with twelve deputy 
game wardens, who work on a salary 
of $1,200 a year, and places the en­ 
forcement of the game laws in the 
hands of all peace officers of the re 
spective communities. 
The roll on the bill, as amended. 
will bo called some time Thursday. 
'By a tie vote of 44 to 44, the house 
of representatives Wednesday /eject­ 
ed a report by the conference com­ 
mittee on congressional redistricting 
which sought to adjust the difference 
between the two houses. Another con­ 
ference committee now Is necessary. 
The liveliest objection to the con­ 
ference commute bill was that Okla­ 
homa county was put in a doubtful 
and probably republican district along 
with its ancient enemy, Logan coun­ 
ty, wherein is Guthrie, the former 
soat of the state capital.
